ARMY IN SPLENDID SHAPE. 


Though mobilization has never been 
a strong feature of the British army, it 
is now believed that a system as near 
ogee as possible has been prepared. 

Commanier-in-Chief, Field Mar- 
shal Lord Wolseley, Sir Evelyn Wood, 
Gen. Sir Redvers Bullers and. other 
Generals, haye been working strenu- 
ously on it for months. Many new 
features have been introduced, several 
of them being bared on the lessons 
learned.by the United States troops in 
the war with Spain. Among the latter 
is the extreme usefulness of mules. in 
such a country as the Transvaal. The 
British officers who have been in the 
United States, Spain and South Amer- 
ica, selecting bunches of these animals. 
have now been ordered to close their 
purchases and ship the mules as quickly 
—" to the scene of probable hos- 
tilities, 


"A&A RELENTLESS WAR. 


All these things, to say nothing of 
the splendid morale and reputation of 
the regiments selected for the Cape, in- 
dicate that if war comes, it will be 
waged relentlessly and strongly, and 
that there will be no abatement until 
South Africa is flooded with British 
troops in such numbers that organized 
resistance by the Boers will be im- 
possible. 

Before the main British body of 
troops arrives, it is thought possible, 
the Boers may score some decided suc- 
cessesyand that eyen after being oyer- 
come, y the force of superior numbers, 
they/ nay continue the war in guerilla 
fashion for — months, «but conser- 
vative opinion places 4ix months as the 
outside limit for the capture of Johan- 
nesburg and Pretoria.

The greatest dangers. the British 
contemplate facing, apart from “the 
Boers’ steady hand and Mauser ritis, 
are climate, lack of forage and tie 
scarcity of ammunition owing to tha 
difficulties of transport. Precaution 
have already been taken to avoid the 
two last, but there is no doubt~that if 
the campaign occurs, many British 
lives will be sacrificed to entéric fever.

Some Use for Soda. 


Apart from the use of bi-carbonate of 
soda as a relief for indigestion, both this 
form and the crude washing soda are 
useful to the cook and the housekeeper. 

A burn caused by a hot iron will 
cease to pain almost immediately if a 
piece of soda, moistened with the 
tongue, is puton, A scald or burn, if 
the skin is not broken, can be cured by 
placing the burnt part in strong soda 
water, 

Boil greasy tins in soda water once a 
week, and use hot soda water for a 
greasy sink. 

Put a piece of soda the size of a wal- 
nut to a tablespoonful of galt, into a 
basin, and pour qari | water, Allow 
dirty spenges to stand in. this for a 
short time, when they will be quite 
clean and free from grease. Rinse in 
in cold water. 

Dissolve a cupful of sodain a gallon 
of water and leaye in a jar near the 
kitchen sink. Into this throw all pieces 
of soap and remains of packets of dry 
soap. Dip-into the jar and add to the 
water used for scrubbing very dirt 
pans, earthenware, tinware, woouwor 
‘but not paint) and for-washing kitchen 
cloths and dusters.

He also knows that good be- 
havior will of itself commute the life 
sentence to one of ® years.

The 
j newly arrived convict is placed in the 
cellular gaol, where he is solitary alike 
in his cell. and during his haily 
walk around the ring for exercise.

tile tariff to be placed by the United 
States government upon Canadian ores 
frightened the capitalists who supplied 
him with funds and brought his opera- 
tions toan end. The threa tariff 
made its appearance soon after and 
rendered the exportation of ores at the 
prices then ruling unprofitable. 

Before Mr. Pusey took hold of the 
mine it was for a time in the control of 
a Mr. H. C. Lloyd who, while he made 
no developments of the ore, exerted 
himself attively in the 
the Belleville and North tings rail- 
way, and very eooag 4 effected a sale of 
the property to the late Ario Pardee,of 
Hazleton, Penn.,at a figure reported 
to exceed $200,000. It is probably due

ily will. The only troops actually fit 
for service against Joubert are the 
Cape Town Militia, and they, as the 
British found in former war, are far 
from reliable, 

MAN AT THE HELM. 

If there are some who suspect ul- 
terior motives in the British pleas for 
occupancy none can deny that the men 
in charge of the annexation are as 
able as England can produce. Sir Al- 
fred Milner draws to himself the re- 
spect and esteem of all who read of 
his career. “The Governor of the Cape 
is not an Englishman, but a German, 
having been born at Wurtemburg in 
ISM4. Yet he has all of the best of 
the true English character, with all 
that is most solid of the German. He 
comes from the middle class, and has 
worked his way up by pura merit. In 
early life he was a journalist. Mr. W. 
T. Stead, of the Review of Reviews, 
while editor in chief of the Paul Mal) 
Gazette, having given him his news- 
paper training. While in London 
journalism he was chiefly remarkable 
for three facts—that he never took 
notes, was undeniably the “crack” re. 
porter of the metropolis, and turned 
in what was undoubtedly the worst 
“copy” a long-suffering editor ever 
had to peruse. He bad both the in- 
fallible characteristica of future great- 
néss, a miserable handwriting and a 
big nose. 

His first political position was a 
Secretaryship inthe Treasury. He se- 
cured this by coming under the eye of 
a leading politician at a journalist's 
club, where Milner used to come and 
make offhand, for the amusement of | 
himself and friends, what were, HO) 
many enthusiastically affirmed, bet- 
ter speeches on timely topics than) 
Parliament could produce. Once in | 
politics, he rose like a meteor, and | 
breaking all meteoric laws stayed at 
the top when once he had reached 
there. 

Milner has a certain snap about his) 
work. He never indulges in ceremon- | 
ial and does nothing not positively ne- 
cessiry. His mind works with light- 
ning-like swiftness, and when he 
strikes it‘is always on the head of the 
nail. He is perhaps to-day the worst | 
foe the Boers have to fear, as he has | 
been all over their country, of which 
he knows as much as Rhodes, speaks 
wood Dutch, and, thanks to his repor- | 
torial training, realizes the value of} 
time to its fullest extent. He is not} 
a military genius, but a military gen- 
ius is not wanted in the Transvaal, 
where Kitchener, of Khartoum, would! 
perhaps be at a loss how to act. 

THE NEW COMMANDER.

ABOUT WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


HAS SUFFERED SERIOUS REVERSES 
IN THE BRITISH HOUSE OF LORDS. 


i aaacsal 
The Prime Minister Werman’s Warneest 
Advocate. Sapporters will Seeds Beatt 
Thrmicives te Recover the Setback, 

Now that we have before us fall re 
ports of the debates in Parliament on 
the Lords’ amendment to the London 
Government bill, an amendment by 


| Which women were made ineligible for 
| the office of alderman or councillor in 


the new metropolitan municipalities; 
we cannot but recognize that the wo- 
man suffrage movement in Great Bri- 


' tain has encountered a serious reverse. 


The discussion turned undisguisedly on 
the question whether even an initial 


} step should be taken toward the be 


atowal of the Parllamentary franchise 
upon women, and a negative answer 
was returned by a large majority in 
the House of Commons, which, hith- 
erto, on several occasions, has encour- 
aged the advocates of woman‘s rights; 
not a few distinguished Conservatives, 
as well as many Liberals, having de 
clared themselves in favor of the en- 
tire political equality of the sexes. It 
now looks as if the woman suffrage so- 
cieties would have to put redoubled 
pressure upon candidates for seats in 
the next Parliament, if they are to re- 
gain the lost ground. 

It will be remembered that the Lon- 
don Government bill, which has now 
become a law, provides for the local 
administration of the various districts 
included in the wide area for whose 
collective needa the London County 
Council was instituted. When the 
bill was under discussion in the Com- 
mons, an amendment was moved mak- 
ing women eligible for the office of al- 
derman or councillor in the new muni- 
cipal districts. The Government did 
not Oppose the amendment, and it was 
carried. When the measure reached 
the House of Lords, Lord Dunraven, 
of international yacht race notoriety, 
moved to expunge this particular 
clause, on the express ground that, 
were it allowed to stand, its principle 
logically must be extended to all 
municipal councils _in the country. 
Lord Salisbury defended the cause, 
pointing out \that the Commons 
have merely given women the same 
right of access|"to the new councils 
that they then enjoyed to the London 
vestries, which were to be supersed- 
ed. It would 
said, that, under the cloak of a mere 
change in the name of the local bodies, 
women should be subjected to a par- 
liamentary condemnation without any 
proof that théy had been unworthy of 
the trust (with which they were al- 
ready invested. He added that, as a 
matter of fact, the hew councils would 
have to consider such questions as the 
housing of the working classes, with 


which women are peculiarly fitted to 
deal. 


SHOULD SIT IN PARLIAMENT, 

The Prime Minister was supporied 
by the Archbishop of York and Lord 
Londonderry; and, what is especially 
to be noted, Lord Kimberley, the lead- 
er of the Liberals, asserted that it 
would be contrary to practice and to 
a justice to deprive women of 
a privilege they already possessed, 
and that no supporter of the clause 
would be, necessarily, committed to 
woman suffrage in the broadest sense, 
The Lord Chancellor, on the other 
hand, did not hesitate to oppose’ his 
chief, on the distinct plea that the 
question at issue was, at bottom, no 
less momentous than this: Whether or 
not, for all purposes, and in respect 
of all political power, distinction and 
disqualification of sex should be main- 
tained. The Duke of Devonshire took 
the same position, holding that, as wo- 
men were allowed to sit in town coun- 
cils, the claim would be presently ad- 
vanced that they should sit in Parlia- 
ment. The Dake of Northumberland 
hinted that all the friends of the 
clause in the Lower House needed to 
do was to stand firm, for he simply 
urged that the Commons should have 
a further opportunity of considering 
the matter. In the ensuing division, 
notwithstanding the attitude assumed 
by the official leaders of both the 
Government and the Opposition, Lord 
Dunraven’s amendment expunging the 
clause making women eligible to the 
district councils was carried nearly 3 


The bill went back to the Commons, 


| amd there is little doubt that, had the 


professed friends of woman suffrage 


been inflexible, the Lorda would have 


ultimately acquiesced in their de- 
mands. The test was applied on July 
§, when Mr. Leonagd H. Courtney pro- 
posed «a compromise, by suggesting 
that women should 
councillors, but mot for aldermen. H 
this compromise been accepted, the 
principle of woman's fitness for politic- 
al duties would of course, have been 
upheld, Mr. A. J. Balfour, however, 
the spokesman for the Government in 
the House, although he has been sup- 
posed th favor woman suffrage ‘de- 
clared that it was not in the interests 
of the bill that the Commons should 
enter into a contest with the Upper 
House upon & minor question, 
EQUALITY OF THE SEXES.

It is a more or less fatniliar fact the 
sewing machines are used nowadays fa 
sewing many different materials, a 
leather, paper, canvas, carpeta, rubber 
They are used for making buttonhola 
and sewing on buttons.

A marine display took place on 
the St. Mary's river last week that 
has no parallel tp the history of 
navigation, unless the assembling 
of the flying squadron-in the British 
Channel can be compared to it. That 
notable display, however, was of 
vessels for warfare—for 
the destruction of life and property. 
The display on St. Mary’s river was 
& magnificent exhibition of the ex- 
tent of the commerce of the Great 
Lakes. When the blockade of the 
¢thanne!l was raised by the removal 
of the sunken steamer Douglas 
Houghton, a fleet of over two hun. 
dred mammoth freight carriers 
moved down the river to Lake 
Huron in a continuous proceasion, 
lasting nearly twenty-four hours. 
Such a gathering of purely freight- 
carrying steamers in a similar per- 
jod of time would be impossible in 
any other part of the world, which 
goes to show the tremendous quan- 
tities of iron ores, grain, etc., that 
are taken out of the Lake Superior 
district. Three hundred thousand 
tons of iron ore are estimated to 
have been blocked at Sault ‘Ste. 
‘Marie, in addition toa large num- 
ber of cargoes of a miscellaneous 
character, Thus, while the Atlan- 
tic ocean may be. the scene of the 
greatest naval displays of modern 
t St. Mary's river, dividing 
Canada from the United States, was 
the scene of the greatest merchant 
marine display ever witnessed.

Near the Batile-Ground, 

A despatch from Niagara Falls, N.Y, 
gays:—While working in the sand. 
pts at Lundy « Lane on the Canadian | 
side of the river, on Wednesday, work- 
men unearthed the remains of five 
soldiers who fell fighting In the mem- 
orable battle of Lundys Lane be- 
tween the British and Ameriwan forces, 
The discovery has aroused the greatest 
interest and the bones are being view- 
edi by many people. 

The remains were found in Morses 
sandpit, immediately below the hill on 
which stands the steel observatory 
tewer of the Londy's Land Historical 
Society. The firat bits of bone were 
dug up as the workmen were about to 
quit work Tuesday evening, and Wed- 
nesday morning. under the direction of 
Rev. Canon Buil, president of the His- 
torical Society, the search was con- 
tinued. 

The bodies had been buried in a shal- 
low: trench in a line with the one un- 
covered eight years ago. in which the 
remains of 10 soldiers of the 13rd and 
#4th British regiments were found; The 
find included a number of buttons, 
a watch, and a portion of an officer a 
tunic, with gold braid trimmings, to
